Hua Kuo-feng， The working class 
should transform in its own image 
the peasantry and the urban petit- 
bourgeoisie.”This definitive pro- 
nouncement could have come onut 
of a Soviet textbook.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 President 
Carters,， proposed legislation to 
provide Amnesty and Sanctions 
regarding undocumented aliens 
was sent by the Attorney General 
to both Houses of Congress on 
October 5. 

The bill will be known as the 
“Alien Adjustment and Employ- 
ment Act of 1977”. It is expected 
that “Representative Peter “ W. 
Rodino (Dem.-NJ) will introduce 
the bill in the House and Senators 
James O，Eastland (Dem.-Miss.) 
and 卫 dqward M. Kennedy (Dem.- 
Mass.) will introduce it in the 
Senate.

Yen Urges 


Taiwan to be 
Self-reliant 


TAIPEI 一 President Yen 
Chia-kan called on the nation to 
get rid of any psychology of 
dependence and to follow a course 
of self-reliance in a speech at the 
Double Tenth national day rally 
here. 

“We must be confident that as 
long as we can continue to be self- 
reliant and optimistic, we will not 
be defeated,”Yen told the huge 
gathering crowd. 

The Double Tenth commem- 
orated the 66th anniversary of the 
overthrow of the Manchu Dynasty 
and the establishment of the 
Iepublic. 

Without mentioning the U.S. 
attempt to normalize relations 
Yen said，“the 
stronger the storm and -the tide 
thatbuffet us, the greater the faith 
and courage we Shall require. We 
have no fear of frustration or 
challenge.” 

Ofticial -reports said 250,000 
persong attended the rally，Pilot 
Fan Yuan-yen，who defected to 
Taiwan on July 7 in a MIG-19 
五 ghter， also reported on the 
situation on the mainland during 


the gathering. 口 


Three important provisions in 
thatbill affect Chinese Americans. 

First， Section 249 of the 
Immigration and Nationajity Act 
allows for the granting of lawful 
residence to those who enter the 
United States prior to June 30， 
1948，have resided here continu- 
ously since such entry, are of good 
moral character，and are other- 
wise eligible for citizenship. The 
Administration's bill moves the 
entry date from 1948 to“prior to 
Janauary -=]1， 1970”， 人 Also 六 
eliminates the good moral char- 
acter and citizenship eligibility 
requirements， 

CRANT 

Second, a discretionary grant of 
temporary residence of five years 
from the Acts effective date is 
authorized for aliens who entered 
the country on or before January 
1，1977，who have resided here 
continuously since，and are not 
inadmissable on immoral，crim- 
inal or other exclusion charges. Of 
great interest to Chinese Ameri- 
cans is the fact that non-immi- 
grants who are legally here on 
January 1，1977，or who had 
student status immediately before 
losing lawful non-immigrant stat- 
us，OT were formerly _ exchange 
visitors Subject to but wbho had not 
fulfilled or received a waiver of 
the two-year foreign _ residence 
requirement，are not eligible for 
this five-year temporary status， 
For those granted such temporary 
status，they will be authorized to 
accept employment and they may 
leave on short visits abroad. 
However，they will not receive 
other rights granted under the 
Immigration Act and are inelig- 
ible for benefits under certain 
Federal statutes, including Aid to 
Families with Dependent Child- 
ren，Supplemental Security In- 
come, and food stamps. Also, this 
temporary status may be rescind- 
ed 计 it i obtained without 
eligibility. 

Thirdqljy, it will be unlawful to 
employ an alien not lawfully 
admitted for permanent resi- 
dence， Unless the Attorney 
General has authorized employ- 
ment. A $1,000 civil penalty is 
Provided for each validation. In 
addition，the Attorney Ceneral is 
authorized to sue in the United 
States District Court for both the 
civil penalty and injunctive relief 
against an employer who has 
engagedin apattern or Practice of 
employing alien in violation of this 


PIovision . 
FELONY 

Besides，persons who knowing- 
ly and for profit assist unauthor- 
ized aliens to _ obtain jobs are 
Subject to a felony- conviction， 
with up to $2,000 fine or five years 
imprisonment，or both，for each 
offense. 

Most civil rights organizations 
in the _ community have reacted 
negatively to the second and thirqd 
provisions in that bil.， Their 


concern is that a “second class 


residence will be created for 
persons in the five yearstemporary 
status，Also，there is much fear 
that the sanctions against unlaw- 
ful employment of ajliens wil be 
used as an excuse in discrimin- 
ating against minority job appli- 
cants. 

“It is not a perfect piece of 
legislation，nor does it deal with 
all the issues,”Immigration Com- 
missioner Leonel Castiloo told 200 
participants at the first major 
conference on Immigration in the 
Southwest on October 13. 

The Commissioner estimated 
that 765,000 persons would fall 
into the first category and would 
be eligible for all government 
programs, but he said that bulk of 
the aliens would be in the 
temporary status and would not 
be eligible for federal government 
assistance。 He felt that lack of 
popular support for the so-called 
“amniesty” portion of the program 
and creating the temporary alien 
status probably would be the most 
controversial issues in Congress. 

STAND 

The San Francisco, Los Angeles 
and the San Diego Bar Associa- 
tions have created a joint com- 
mittee to study the Administra- 
tion's proposed legislation and to 
take a stand on the program . 

“The proposal primarily bene- 
fits persons who are Western 
Hemisphere aliens. However， 让 
will also benefit persons from the 
Eastern Hemisphere， including 
Chinese nationals who originally 
came on visitors visas but whose 
visas have expired prior to January 
1 of this year,”said Michael G.W. 
Lee，a San Francisco lawyer on 
the Joint Committee. 

Informed sources estimate that 
Congress will discuss the bill 
sometime in Eebruary of next

Back Up the Protest 

As the U.S. Supreme Court hears oral arguments on the 
Bakke case, Asian American communities are also debating 
the same Subject- 

Most Asian Americans readily see the far-reaching 
implication of the outcome of thls case and how it could . 
affect our lives, both as individuals and as a community. 
They are, therefore, joining other minorities and concerned 
citizens to voice thelir protest in many different ways， We 
are delighted to see that this portion of our community's 
population is politically and socially aware of the conse- 
quences of the Bakke case- 

However，we are deeply concerned that there js a 

Significant number of Asian Americans who are either 
apathetic to thls issue or choose to stay on the other side 
of the fence.。 They relished the statement in the govern- 
ment's brief that “Asian Americans have made it”and 
refused to Work together with other minority groups. 
Many even absorbed all the white middqle and upper class 
values and biases without the least bit of scrultiny，When 
they are on the other side, their words and testimonies 
are doubly damaging to the community because others 
would say，Look. Hereis an Asian who became a wealthy 
Professional without the benefit of any Affirmative Action 
Program-” Of course，while people are mouthing such 
statements，thousands of Asian Americans are Subsisting 
at near poverty level， and thousands are struggling for 
education and other opportunities. 
。 We hope those who have seen the light deepen their 
involvement and help educate others in the community. 
We hope those who have been apathetic，skeptical or 
whatever，would come down to Chinatown to look 
around, talk to people, and seehow many of their brothers 
and sisters could be benefited by the extra boost of AfGE

The club could have 
endorsed the liberal Republican 
Molinari for the non-partisan 
race, but finally voted no endorse- 
ment instead . 

The two big issues in the 
campaign are PrIoperty tax and 
crime，according to Keker.， He 
would freeze the amount of 
money to be raised from the 
Property tax at this year'Ss level.
